Lance-Corpdrail : Norwest, (M (ML aw 
full-blooded indian who belonged to 
the 50th battalion and who held the 
record of the British army as a eni- 
per, @ death of Norwest has aty 
tracted’ much attention and — elicited 
great regret in England and through- 
out the Canadian and British armies, 
where his wonderful prowness ‘was well 
known, He came, as nearly’as can >be 
learned, from. a. point . considerably 
snorth of Edmonton anda enlisted in the 
50th Battalion at that city when ré- 
cruiting for it was going on there, He 
did splendid service at the front, gain- 
ing the Military Medal and becomi 
by his kindly character, as well as 
his bravery, a universal favorite, 

Meeting in Trench 

iWhen the editor of the, Herald was 
in france last summer ‘he met Nor- 
west in the front line trenchés, | which 
swere then east of Arras, The general 
talked to him sev eral” myinutes, ex- 
pressing afterwards his great admira- 
tion net only of the ability, but of the 
character jof the ‘man. Norwest was 
rather snort and powerfully-built™man 
with a very pleasant face and a clear 
and remarkably steady eye. (He ,im- 
pressed one chiefly by the quiet calni- 
ness of his manner, which was not 
in the least flurried even when ‘talk- 
ing to a general officer. He carried a 
rifie with a telescopic sight, one of 
the ‘most beautiful instruments~ that 
anyone could wish to see. At that 
time Norwest had 103 accredited: hits 
as a sniper, which was the record in 
the entire British army, Apparently 
before his death less than four weeks 
afterwards, he had increased that to 
115, 

.“*“Canada’s” Tribute ... 4. 

- The. ‘reference to this famous ‘Alberta 
soldier in “Canada” is as follows: ; 

“Norwest, the famous Indian snhi- 
per of an Alberta battalion, met his 
death on August 18, while, with two 
other snipers, he was endeavoring to 
locate a nest of nemy snipers who had 
been causing trouble to the advanced 
posts of our front lime companies, 

“Norwests record of 116 observed 
hits by no means represents the havoc 
he has caused to the enemy as on many 
occasions he doubtless caused casual-* 
tles and would not claim hits unless 
his observed was preent and confirmed 
them. i 

“Although a dead shot, his success 
was a result of his patience and un- 
usual hunting ability, He would wait | 

for days to get his man and would ney- 


er fire unlesa “his position was secare 
from.ebservation by the enemy, No 
man’s land was-his favorite haunt, and 
‘on meny occasions he actually pene- 
trated the enemy lines under cover of 
darkness got in his work at-early dawn 
and returned safely to our lines. 

“Before ithe recent drive he was de- 
tailed to remain at the transport, lines 
as he had never missed. a trip in ‘his 
two years in France, but me pleaded so 
hard to be allowed to go that he went 
wto the attack and was of invaluable 
assistance in clearing out many ma- 
chine gun posts, and putting enemy 
snipers out f action, 

““QOne who knew him well writes: 
Norwest is dead. I doubt if anyone 
in the Canadian corps, or in the whole 
British, army for that mattern;rhad a 
finer record than he—115 hits observed 
—116 dead or badly wounded Huns, the’ 
efforts of one man. 

“He swas a very peculiar character— 
very silent, very intent, As delighted 
as a child at his suecess and as grim 
as the avenging angel when on his 
work, I ‘have seen him in his position 
waiting for a chance to get a shot, and 
he reminded me for all the world sof 
of a pointer pointing—his whole boty 
tense with peerens his whole mind 
set on his work. :
